t o prison is not new— the federal 
prisons will attest to th a t — but 
■what is new is the 
method 
by 
w hich th e prosecutions hereafter 
■will be conducted. 
Generally speaking, 
violations 
•of federal statutes a re divided In­ 
t o two 
classes: 
misdemeanors. 
-which constitute crim es which are 
(punishable by imprisonment, for 
less th a n a 
year, 
an d 
felonies, 
which em brace crimes puniahablc 
'by im prisonm ent for one year or 
more. 
It is a federal felony, 
for in­ 
s ta n c e , to engage 
in 
th e illicit 
traffic in narcotics, to violate the 
white slave law or th e law with 
-respect to stolen automobiles. It 
■has always been a felony to con­ 
spire to violate a federal statute, 
p o m a tte r w h a t it 
was.

up of the machinery all along the 
line, with reorganization affected 
where experience shows this to be 
necessary.

The purpose of th e adm inistra­ 
tion as now explained is to try

The seventeen-day battle to save 
the life of Floyd Collins when he 
was trapped while exploring 8Umd 
cave stirred the nation in 1925. R e­ 
lief workers battled furiously to 
reach the imprisoned man but be 
fore they could release him, Collins 
died. 
Recently the body was put on 
exhibition In Crystal cave. 
When 
attendants reported this morning 
they noticed that a chain barring 
the door had been sawed. 
Inside 
they found the casket itad been 
opened and the body removed. 
Previous Attempt Failed. 
Crystal cave Is owned by Dr. lf. 
B. Thomas of Horse cave. 
Dr. 
Thomas reported the theft to the 
sheriff’s office early today. 
He said 
that about a year ugo the cave had 
been broken into and someone ap­ 
parently had attempted to carry 
away the coffin, but had been un­ 
successful. 
The body wa* in a 
chamber about 600 feet from the 
main entrance. 
Dr. Thomas said he knew of no 
motive that would account for the 
theft.

State Department Hopes 
to Avoid Repetition 
of Tangle

to 
foreign 
missions in Washington are either 
on the high seas or

Equally troubled over the ship­ 
ments, the legations to which they 
are consigned wondered just what 
they must do to get the liquor into 
Washington from the port of entry. 
The legations, to get their liquors

tific steps necessary to develop a 
light which will burn indefinitely, 
without heat, feeding on its own 
ashes, were described at a meeting 
of the American Institute here to­ 
night. 
“Living light, such as that from 
the firefly,” said Dr. E. Newton 
Harvey of 
Princeton 
university, 
"is the basin from which this new 
type of illumination for hum an use 
may possibly be developed.” 
Though the steps necessary for 
success are few*, he said, they are 
am ong the most difficult in re­ 
search. 
In all of the 40 known 
groups of animals and the groups 
of plant© that glow, 
the 
cause 
never is phosphorus, as popularly 
believed. 
It is something more 
difficult to imitate. 
Three Elements. 
This “cold 
light,” 
Dr. Harvey 
said, is a combination of water, 
oxygen, luciferin and an enzyme. 
While all four seem indispensable, 
luciferin appears as th e principal 
ingredient. 
It is one of the pro­ 
teins. which are nitrogenous su b ­ 
stances that occur in profuse va­ 
rieties iu all living things. 
E n­ 
zymes are activating agencies, dy­ 
namos, small in proportions but of 
powerful effect. 
When luciferin 
is exposed to 
oxygen, Dr. Harvey explained, the 
two combine in a process called 
oxidation, which 
produces 
light. 
The enzyme’s part i© to accelerate 
the oxidation. 
W hat the enzyme 
in this case may be is obscure, but 
the nature of luciferin is better 
known. 
“Chemically,” said Dr. Harvey, 
“luciferin is probably to be placed 
among tile simplest mem bers of 
the proteins, the peptones or the 
protesses. 
The question whether 
we shall ever be able to reproduce 
living light become© the question 
whether we shall ever be able to 
synthesize proteins. 
Personally I

New York, Mar. 19—(/P)—Copper 
producers were quoting 22 cents a 
pound for the red metal, domestic 
shipment, today, and 22 1-4 cents 
for foreign shipment, an increase 
of one cent. 
This advance came 
after a day of complete unsettle­ 
ment in the copper m arket yester­ 
day, with most, producers refusing 
to quote any price, pending deci­ 
sions as to what action should he 
taken. 
This is the first tim e in 
peace history that the red metal 
price has been put up a full cent 
within 24 hours, most price changes 
being made in eights or quarters 
of cents. 
In trade circles it is pre­ 
dicted that the price may go to 24 
cents before the end of the month. 


The average price of crude oil in 
ten producing fields decreased last 
week to $1.65 a barrel compared 
with $1.66 the previous week, says 
Oil.
